UHF band: 


""30 Meters": 10.10-10.15 MHz with Fixed 
Service Primary and Amateur Service Secondary, 
worldwide. 

"17 Meters": 18.068-18.168 Amateur and 
Amateur Satellite are Exclusive (with a 
Russian reservation for internal Fixed Service 
use), but with the stipulation that Amateurs 
won't be permitted to move in until after all 
present users have moved! 

"12 Meters": 24.890-24.990 Amateur and 
Amateur Satellite are Exclusive, with the 
Same restriction as 17 Meters. 

"35 Centimeters": A new UHF 902-928 MHz 
band, was allocated to Fixed, Mobile, ISM and 
others on a shared, Primary basis, with the 
Amateur Service Secondary. 

WARC results is probably a year or more 
away and implementation of frequency table 
changes even further off!"

FROM HR REPORT: 


"VOLUNTEER AMATEUR EXAMS ARE ILLEGAL! ", 
the FCC's General Council declared at the 
Commission's agenda meeting Wednesday. The 
bombshell announcement came as the Commission- 
ers discussed terminating Docket 20679, the 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making that would have 
required volunteer examiners to submit photo- 
copies of their licenses when requesting an 
exam. The judgment appears to stem from 
recent Congressional concern that some govern- 
ment agencies were improperly expanding their 
staffs without approval of Congress, by use 
of volunteers and contractors. When the legal 
staff reviewed the volunteer program in con- 
nection with Docket 20679, they concluded it 
is illegal and thus must be terminated. 


What Effect Termination will have on 
existing training programs and U.S. Amateur 
growth, not to mention the added burden on 
FCC's Field Offices, remains to be seen. 

For the first three years of the Novice 
program its exams were all Field Office admin- 
istered; responsibility for Novice exams has 
rested with the Amateur Service since June of 


1954. 


No Date Has Yet been set for the termina- 
tion. 


NEW SSB-ONLY CB CHANNELS just above the 
present CB band came a long step closer to 
reality at the Commission's Wednesday meeting. 
The immediate result will be an NPRM proposing 
a 12-watt PEP SSB-only extension of the pre- 
sent CB service, but asking for comments on 
whether VXOs should be permitted, should the 
present 150-mile limit be eliminated, whether 
the expansion would cause more TVI, and 
whether operation on the new frequencies 
should require passing a special exam? 


ARRL'S SUIT CHALLENGING FCC'S linear amplifier 
ban was heard Wednesday by the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Washington. League attorney Bob 
Booth argued that the Commission used an 
improper procedure in considering both the ban 
and type acceptance at the same time, while 
FCC attorney Greg Christopher responded that 
ample time had been provided for comments on 
both and that the Commission had considered 
and tried a variety of alternatives: before 
reaching its decision. 


A Decision From the three-judge panel should 
be forthcoming sometime early 1980.. 


TYPE ACCEPTANCE TESTING of solid-state linear 
amplifiers for Amateur service has been rein- 
stated, at least for a trial period through 
next July 1, after FCC's unexpected termina- 
tion of the program back in October (HRR 274). 
Ten Tec's new Model 444, the "Hercules" 
kilowatt linear, is being resubmitted & could 
be available this spring.
